Perry had to return to Sioux City 
penniless and without ho]}e of saving 
his home from the hands of the mort- 
gagee. 
l^ast Sunday evening he was 
visiting at the home of his betrothed. 
His misfortune preyed upon his mind, 
and in the presence of the girl he had 
hoped to wed his reason left him. H e 
becarne a violent maniac, and on the 
day set for his wedding he was carried 
away to an asylum. 


It is expected that Postmaster Gen- 
eral 
VVanamaker will recoitimend to 
Congress a change in postal rates—the 
consolidating of 4hird-class and fourth- 
class mail matter.

There were three public occasions it 
the course of the year upon which the* 
New England clergy used to feel war- 
ranted inprcachiug politics; these were- 
Fast Day, "Election Day"—which meant, 
the day on which a new Governor was in- 
augurated—and Thanksgiving Day. Few 
such occasions were allowed "to pass un- 
improved. 
But the pews kept close- 
watch of the pulpit, and more stories are- 
told of those occasional sermons than of 
any others. 
Their humor is commonly 
apparent at a glance: 


In Dr. Adams's book on 
"Thanks- 
giving," a good story is told of the Rev. 
Dr. EI}-, of Connecticut. 
The 
good 
doctor is described as one of the most 
prudent, faithful, spiritual pastors of his. 
time. 
In a season of great political ex- 
citement, it was rejDorted by 
persons 
hostile to him that he had preached on. 
political subjects m a neighboring parish. 
It vas thought proper to trace the report, 
to its source. 
The neighboring parish» 
was visited, and the inquiry made: '»Did^ 
Dr. Ely preach politics when liere?" 
"Yes." 
"What did he say?" 
^ "Well, sir, if he did not preach poli- 
tics, he prayed politics." 
''What did he say?" 
"Say? He said: 'Though hand join in. 
hand, yet the wicked shall not go un- 
l^unished.'" 


Another story told by Di-. Adams can be- 
referred to the thanksgiving pulpit with 
fullest confidence. There was once elected 
Governor of Massachusetts a 
certain- 
worthy gentleman who had been voted 
for as a candidate year after year, but 
who had always before been defeated. 
Even when he was elected, he slipped iux 
by the narrowest of all majorities. 
The- 
minority no doubt felt that his adminis- 
tration was a dis])ensation, 
and were 
ratlier inclined to fasting than to giving 
thanks. 


The custom prevailed, whenever the 
Governor issued his annual proclamation 
for Thanksgiving, 
of sending by the 
sheriff of the county a copy of the same,., 
on a large hand bill, to be read from 
every pulpit, wliich document invariably 
closed—as proclamations in i\Iassachu- 
setts still do—after the signature of the- 
Governor, with the exclamation: "God 
save the CommonAvealth of 
Massachu- 
setts!" 


On the year referred to the newly elected 
magistrate issued liis proclamation in the- 
usual form. 
It is said that a venerable- 
clergyman of tlie old party laid the broad 
.sheet over his reading desk, 
and aftei 
performing the professional duty of re- 
citing it, with an ill disguised aversion,. 
announced the ojficial signature -with an^ 
intonation feebly marked by posnts of in- 
terrogation and surprise: 


"Marcus Mo;'ton, Governor? God save- 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts! !!"*

PnOSPnATE FOR OHASS liAlODSi 


Grass is of tho same order of plants as 
is wheat, and it is therefore only natural 
that what helps tho grain should benefit 
it also. Old pastures that have run down 
so that the grass is thin may be greatly 
helped by harrowing just as fall rains be- 
gin, sowing timothy seed, and with it a 
dressing of 200 pounds of phosphate. 
Not only will tho grass next season be 
more abundant, but stock will eat it more 
closely, showing that it is richer in nutri- 
tion than that grown before being fertil- 
ized. 
Grass grown by the aid of fresh 
barnyard manure may be rank and oilen- 
sive, while that grown with bone or any 
mineral fertilizer is palatable to stock, 
especially to milch COAVS, which use much 
bone material in makiuir good milk.—

stimulation he meant a thoroughly pul- 
verized Hi;d enriched soil. 
This is es- 
pecially essential to the strawberry, the 
foreign raspberry, and all the currants. 
A 
rampart growing raspberry like the Cuth- 
bert or Turner, and our vigorous blackber- 
ries, do not require stimulation,but they do 
restriction. 
By restriction he meant tho 
development of fruit rather than v/ood or 
vines. 
Set out a strawberry plant in very 
rich, deep, moist soil, and its tendency 
is to follow the great law of nature and 
propagate itself; but to the degree that 
it makes plants it cannot make fruit. 
Cut off every nmner and enormous fruit 
buds are developed. 
The sap is dammed 
up as a miller restricts a stream, and the 
result is strawberries that arc double in 
size and quantity. 
This is equally true 
with raspberries. Currant bushes crowded 
with wood bear but little fruit.**

MOLE CATCnniO. 


The presence of moles, says the 
Marh 
Lane express, is generally regarded as in- 
dicative of good soil; yet the farmer's 
first object on acquiring such soil is to 
get rid of them. 
They are destructive 
to drains, and deadly enemies to the com- 
mon earthworm, which Darwiu has ap- 
praised at high value as a medium of fer- 
tilization in the soil. 
Indeed, their food 
consists mainly of the common earth- 
worm, though other insccts such as mag- 
gots, -^vhich fall into their tunnel are 
readily devoured. These latter no person 
will grudge them, but they work irrepar- 
able havoc to crops. 
They usually in- 
habit strong, good land. It is contended 
by some pco])Ie that they assist in the 
work of aeration, so necessary for the* 
successful management of land. 
Doubt- 
less they open up the soil, but, unless 
when digging well down in pursuit of 
grub—and then they interfere with the 
drains—diverting the water—they should 
by all means be kept down, and if possi- 
ble, stamped out. 


This subject has been suggested to us 
by a (juerryirom n correspondent: "How 
can I best get rid of the mole?"

are various systems of mole 
catching. 
Traps of various kinds are used. 
The 
wire tray has been in vogue for well nigh 
thirty years, and is an effectual method 
if care is taken to use it in a proper part 
of a fresh tunnel. 
In some instances the 
wire trap, however, has been thrown aside 
—superseded 
by the use of 
poisoned 
worms. 
This system is held by its advo- 
cates to be equally as sure as trapping, 
while it is lighter work.

This is a good time of the year for be- 
ginners in the business to commence keep- 
ing poultry.

He says: 


Let me here indicate in brief, from my 
own experience and observation, what 
you ought to do for success with poul- 
try: 


I^ever set your hens with tho laying 
fowls. 
I have done this and suffered loss 
by it. 
Sitting hens should be kept quiet; 
no one should go near them but the at- 
o 


teudant. 


One cock is sufficient for the same flock 
of hens. 
I usually give one to ten hens. 


Keep an "egg rccord. 
Bo accurate in 
this. 
Keep an account of profit and loss; 
this will help you in many ways. 


Have a warm, dry house facing south. 
Be particular about this in our climate. 


Always isolate a sick fowl. 
A mistake 
here often destroys the wholQ flock. 


Do not overfeed your birds. 
Peed just 
what they will use up without waste. Fat 
hens are poor layers. 
Too high feeding 
renders the digestive organs weak and in^ 
duces disease more than anything else. 


Do not change blood too frequently. 
It will run your hens out to do so every 
year. 
You can improve your stock iu 
this way: 
Each season pick out say five 
of your best pullets and one cockerel and 
breed from these, 
iiext year take tho 
same plan. 
After doing this three years 
you can change the blood by buying a ' tM'clve inches thick, and the bridge will

iJNDUIS HASTE IN rATTENIKG. 


Make haste slowly is a good rule to 
generally. Animals that have been 
summered on grass will not bear, profit- 
ably, to be pushed on grain feed during 
the fall, as haste in this direction dis- 
turbs digestion. 
Under the action of 
•the laws of nature things are, many times, 
made to^ afford rest to follow an undue 
exertion of a given part, or of the whole 
body. 
Under this law, the appetite is 
taken away when over-feeding has been 
prnctised, 
that 
compensation, through 
rest of the digestive organs, may occur. 
Disgust of food always follows over- 
feeding; yet it is theorizing falsely to say 
that if the benst gets too much food, it 
will reduce the amount taken, volun- 
tarily, when surfeited, because deranged 
digestion follows at once upon excessive 
feeding, and then what follows? 
Noth- 
ing less than an interruption of nutrition, 
the body shrinking. 
This shrinkage can 
only come from disordered action—a dis- 
ease in itself. 
This must be recovered 
from before nutrition can be resumed, 
and during this time we suiler a double 
loss, namely through tho shrinkage, in 
the first place, and through delay from 
deranged digestion, in the second place. 


There is still another reason why dam- 
age may follow indiscreet feeding. 
Fer- 
mentation from indigestion may, to a 
greatcr^xent than we are aware of, dam- 
age the meat of the fattening beast. This 
damage may happen to its keeping quali- 
ties as well as to its flavor. Nothing can 
be more reasonable than that it should 
happen to both. 
It is a popular and 
doubtless a well founded belief that the 
flavor of tho growing animal's flesh is 
modified by the food tliat goes iu at the 
mouth. 
We know this tu follow the 
feeding of oil cake to the fattening steer.

The "World's Coal Supplies. 


The Deutche Handels Museum has re 
cently issued some interesting figures re- 
lating to the world's coal fields outside of 
the North American 
continent. 
Ac- 
cording to these, 
Holland, 
Belgium, 
Switzerland, Denmark, Germany and Bo- 
hemia possess coal mines of a surface area 
of about 59,UU0 square miles. 
Russia 
alone has22,U00 stjunre miles. 
The de- 
posits of the island of Formosa amount 
to something like 
10,000 square miles, 
some of the coal veins ranging up to 
ninety-six feet in thickness. 
Tlie coal 
fields of Austria, Spain, Portugal, Italy, 
Greece, Turkey and Persia cover about 
¿39,000 square miles; those of India, 
35,000: and those of Japan 6000 square 
miles; while those of China arc esti- 
mated at the enormous iigure of 400,000 
siluare miles, 
aAIoreover, tlie Falkland 
Islantjs, Patagonia and Peru are very rich 
iu coal, while the southern part of Chili 
is one immense deposit. 


In Brazil veins varying in thickness 
from seventeen to twenty-five feet are 
found in abundance, and in the United 
States of 
Colombia there is an abun- 
dance of the mineral. 
Mexico and the 
Vancouver Islands are also well supplied, 
there being probably not far from ^¿0,000 
square miles; while the deposits thus fur 
discovered in Tasmania, New Caledonia 
ind NatAl are estimated to cov-cr IUO,OOU 
square miles, the larger number of these 
leposite not yet having been 
worked.

•WAYS OF BAICING GllATlAir PLOUK, 
By this itime everybody knows how ta 
^ake 
graham 
* *gems" by the 
usual 
method, which is simply to stir the hat- 
ter just a little stiffer than griddle cake 
batter, and bake quickly iu a very hoi 
oven. 
This thing is certain, the thinnei 
the batter tke hotter must be the oven. 
It is also the case that gems mixed with 
water require a hotter oven than those 
mixed v/ith milk. 
So, if you cannot 
have a very hot oven, either make the 
mixture of simple graham Hour and •\vatei 
quite thick, or mix the flour with milk. 
Skimmed milk is good enough, though 
new or creamy milk makes the 
bread 
more '*&hort,'' of course. 
Have the gem 
pans very hot, and then a .scrap of clotli 
with tlie least bit of butter on it, rubbed 
over the irons, will prevent the gems 
from sticking. 
Housekeepers who iiave 
no gem pans can make very nice warm 
graham bread for breakfast in several 
ways. 
Make a doi/gh of Hour and sweel 
milk, skimmed or cream}^, as you j)refer, 
or find convenient still enough to roll 
out easily. 
Knead this a little, roll it an 
inch thick and cut it into diamonds; oi 
cut off strips and make it into rolls with 
the 
hand; or 
roll it 
into balls tv/o 
inches in diameter, flattening them a lit- 
tle, or not at all, as you choose, or roll 
the dough very thin and cut it

st^uare crackers, pricking them well to 
prevent their pufling. 
Crackers arc besi 
with some cream in the mixing, and 
crackers require more kneading than dia- 
monds and rolls, which are expected tc 
be soft inside. 


Any of these kinds of bread, diamonds,

Bels of the stems 0]^eu for tho absorp 
tion of water, while scissors crush and 
compress these vessels so that theii j 
absorptive power is more or less de ' 
stroyed.

On tlie other liand, they suffer, 
as plants do, from sudden alterations 
of temperature and from draughts. 


In the ease of blossoms that fall to 
pieces easily, it is a good idea to let 
fall a drop of gnm or niueilago into the 
center, which will keep the ¡petals to- 
getlier at the base. 
To prevent this 
from running out before it hardens, the 
flowers should bo kept upright by put- 
ting their stems through the bottom oi 
a sieve or sticking them in sand. ^Vith 
the aid of a camel's hair brush or a 
pointed stick a large number of flowers 
jnay be gummed iu a short time. 


"When flowers have been carried a 
long distance in close boxes or cases 
they often appear withered or worth- 
less, but with proper 
treatment they 
may be I'cvived and restored to thcii 
original beauty. 
Instead 
of at on<;e 
being put into vases and 
exposed to 
tho hot, dry air of tlie parlor, they 
should either bo spread out on wet 
flannel 
or moss and 
covered with a 
dish-cover or inverted box, or else jDut 
in pans containing 
moss and water oi 
wet sand, in which they can be set up- 
right, and then shut up in the dark foi 
a few hours. 
If they do uot 
regain 
their freshness under 
this

there is no hope for them, but in all

one spoonful cornstarch and two eggs. 
AVheu very smooth and light add one cu}j 
of boiling water. 
Set tho basin into boil- 
ing water and stir flve minutes. 
Season 
vith lemon. 


Soup Stock—Take all tho bones of 
joints, etc., that aro available, bones of 
poultry and game that are sweet, chop 
tiiem into convenient pieces and put them 
into a saucepipi together witii any scraps 
of meat, cooked or uncooked, resulting 
from remnants, the trimmings of cutlets, 
etc. ;^add a couple of carrots, one onion, 
a bunch of parsley, salt to taste, a small 
»juantity of white pepper and allspice 
itiixed and two or tliree cloves. 
Pill up 
tho saucepan with cold Avater imtil it 
covers the contents by one inch, aud set 
it on tlie fire to simmer slowly for about 
four or live hours. 
Strain the liquor 
thruugji a clotli into a basin, and when 
cold, tlie cake of fat on top being re- 
iuoved, the stock will be ready to use.
